HE late Dake of Monmbuth came from the Tower to the Scaffold, attend- 

\ ed by the Biſhop of Eh, the Biſhop of Bath and Wells, Dr. Teniſon, 

and Dr. Hooper ; which 'Four the King was graciouſly pleaſed to ſend 

him as his Afliftants to prepare” him for Death; and'the late Duke 

,** _, himſelf intreated all Four of them, ts accompany him to the Place of 
Execution, and to continue with him to the laft. Tlie Two Biſhops going in the Lieu- 
tenant's Coach with him to the Barrs, made ſeafonable and devout Applications to him 
all the way : And one of them defired him nor to be ſurprized, if they to the very laſt 
upon the Scaffold, renewed thoſe Exhortations to a Particular Repentance, which they 


had ſo ofte:: repeated before.

A Copy of the late Duke of Monmouth's Letter td the K 1 NG, Dated from Ring- 
Wood the 8th. of July, 1685. ' _..* 


Ty þ TO TE ENIG 
OUR Majeſty may think, it is the Misfortune ] now lie under, makes me make 
\ this Application to You: But 1 do affure Your Majeſty, it is the Remorſe I 
now have in me, of the Wrong I have done. You in ſeveral things ;/'and now, 
in taking up Arms againſt You. For my taking up Arms; It never: was in 
my Thoughts, ſince the Ke Died : The Prince and Princeſs of Orarge will be Wit- 
neſs for me, of the Aſſurance I gave them, That I would never ftir againſt You. But 
my Misfortune was ſuch, as to meet with ſome Horrid People, that made me believe 
Things of Your Majeſty, and gave me ſo many falſe Arguments, that I'was fully led 
away to believe, That it was a Shame, and a Sin before'God, not:to do it." But, STR, 
I will not trouble Your Majeſty, at preſent, with many things1:could lay. for my ſelf, 
that, I am ſure, would move Your Compaſſion. The Chief End of this Zezter, being 
only to beg of You, That I may have that Happineſs, as to ſpeak to Your Majeſty': Far 
I have that to ſay to You, S1R, that, I hope, may give You a long and Happy Reign. 
I am ſure, $17R, when You hear me, You will be convinced of: the Zeal I haye for 
Your Preſervation, and how heartily I Repent of what I have done, I can ſay no more 
to Your Majeſty now, being this Letter muſt be ſeen by thoſe that keep me. - There- 
fore, STR, I ſhall make an end, in begging of Your Majeſty to believe fo well of 
me, That I would rather die a Thouſand Deaths, than excuſe any: thing I have done, 
if I did not really think my ſelf the moſt in the Wrong, that ever. any Man was: *and 
had not from the bottom of my Heart an Abhorrence for thoſe, that put me upon it . 

Ihope, $S1R, God Almighty will ſtrike Your Heart: with 
Mercy and Compaſſion for me, as He has done mine with' the Abhorrence of what I 
have done; Therefore, I hope, S1R, I may live to ſhew You, how:zealous I ſhall ever 
be for Yout Service ; and could 1 ſay but one Word 1n this LZezter, you would be con- 
vinced of it ; but it is of that Conſequence, that I dare not do it.
